“Yes.” answered a building expert 
yesterday. 
Now that same guest ion long has 
been replied to in the negative. 
No 
structure erected by human agencies 
can withstand the fury of a twisting 
tornado, is the gist of a long-ques­ 
tioned theory. 
And 
apparently 
it 
hail a good hypothesis—the wreckage 
and debris which always has marked 
the path of every “big wind.” 
At first sight, the old theory seem­ 
ed to be borne out once more iii tho 
recent Omaha visitation, 
when 
the 
spectacle 
of 
demolished residences 
was revealed the morning after the j 
tornado 
plowed 
through 
the 
city. 
Large buildings, bulky and substan­ 
tial 
to 
outward 
appearances, had 
buckled before the wind aud 
powdered to the ground. 
On the other hand, 
there 
were 
large st ruptures—many of them—iii 
the path of the storm that stood suc­ 
cessfully 
rite 
shock. 
Even 
small 
buildings, f r am e houses, reared them­ 
selves up from the debris of their 
former neighbors. 
Invariably, when 
such cases were 
found, 
sightseers 
would point them out and remark, 
“.More freaks of the wind.” 
“But they are not freaks of tile 
wind,” George Grubb, 
builder, 
de- J 
dared, 
lie accompanied a reporter 
for tin* Star over the ruins of Oma­ 
ha's residence district and -

that verdict after a careful inspection 
of 
the 
wrecked buildings. 
“These 
freaks' merely prove that there was 
plenty of good timber, 
nails, 
brick 
and cement used in their construc­ 
tion. 
When a large, apparently well-1 
built structure went down there was 
a cause for its going. 
And that cause | 
was faulty construction. 
Good ma­ 
terial and careful workmanship car 
erect a building that will weather 
any twister.” 
The Trinity 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, at Twenty-first and Binnev 
streets, was one of tile largest audi­ 
toriums in Omaha, 
lf was a brick 
building. 
The storm whipped off the 
north half of the edifice and crushed 
the walls to the street. 
But a brick 
tower stood the shock, though it was 
first exposed to the tornado 
"You will notice that the bricks did 
not hang together,” Mr. Grubb said 
when he inspected the ruins. 
“They 
fell apart, showing that the mortar 
failed to bind them. 
And the mortar 
was lime mortar at that—tied a trace 
of cement can be found iii this build­ 
ing. 
Had cement been used huge 
sections of the wall would have stuck 
together. 
The tower 
is 
hexagonal 
and the strain on one side was re­ 
lieved by the resistance of the other. 
“The beams in the portion of the 
roof that remains standing are hea­ 
vy, hard wood, joined together by 
mortise work and bolts and heavy 
spiking. 
The material iii this forward 
section which lies on the ground is 
only of 2x6-inch lumber anil secured 
by two or three nails to each end. 
lf five or six spikes had been used.

“It is pretty hard to ascertain just 
what tile county unit law will (lo,” 
said Hugo. 
“The same thing might 
be said of a democratic legislature, 
j All of the talk on attacking the law' 
by means of the referendum has been 
informal and the association has ap­ 
pointed no committee or taken no 
steps to procure signers to petitions.” 
County unit advocates estimate the 
law as passed by the democratic leg­ 
islature and signed by Governor E. 
AA*. Major would serve to place sev­ 
eral more counties of Missouri in the 
“dry” column. Opponents of the mea­ 
sure have declared it is the opening 
wedge for state-wide prohibition. 
Should the liquor interests procure 
the names for a referendum petition 
it would halt the enforcement of the 
law until November, 1914, when the 
people would be called on to ratify or 
reject the action of the legislature. 
It would be necessary to get 8 per 
cent of the qualified voters of two- 
thirds of the congressional districts 
within ninety days in order to sus­ 
pend the day.

After Killing His W ife W illiam Diass 


W aits for Officer. 


River Head, N. Y., 
March 
22. - 
W illiam Diass walked into the slu r 
ii I s office today and after waiting 
calmly for five minutes for the sher­ 
iff to finish a conversation with an­ 
other visitor, (lie officer asked Diass 
what was wanted. 
“ Why, I jus! killed my w ife,’ re- 
1 lied. 
He led the sheriff* to a house 
in 
which his wife was found dead with 
bullet wounds in lier body. 
Diass declared the shooting was in 
self-defense. 
“ She chased me with a knife and 
ran me into a corner, where I had 
to shoot to keep her 
from 
killing 
nu*,’’ he said.
